This 
general 
likeness 
between 


business organization and army or- 


ganisation Is helpful, but must not be 
carried too far. There Is one vital 
difference: 
The 
average 
business 


concern I* somewhat easy-going; the. 
responsibility for each piece of work 
Is not always definitely fixed. 
In 


the army everybody, /on the 
other 


hand, Is held to the strictest account. 
There Is vtry seldom any doubt as to 
the man to be held responsible for 
each task. 
RESPONSIBIUTT ALWAYS FIXED. 


Within each rank, from major gen- 


eral to private, every man has hl» 
Individual ranking, depending upon 
his length of service In the 
office 


which he holds. 
This ranking In- 


sures that In every situation some- 
body always has authority and Is 
responsible for whatever 
In 
done. 


Kven If two private 
soldiers arc 


working together without supervi- 
sion, the one who has been longer 
In the service takes charge and the 
other must obey his orders. 
Thin 


rule applies everywhere. 


In civilian life there Is time for ar. 


gument. You may have better Ideas 
than your boss about how a certain 


thing should be done and possibly 
may convince him aud get hi* origi- 
nal order* changed. 
In army life 


nothing of this kind can be permit- 
ted. 
Th* officer In charge always 


has th* full responsibility. 
What- 


ever orders he give* must be In- 
stantly obeyed. It Is far better to 
take action, even though the thine 
may not be done In the best possible 
way, than It Is to stand still and 
debate, 
tack ol Immediate action 


In th* crisis of a battle might mean 
that the army would be defeated, 
thousands of lives lost and possibly 
the honor of the country stained. 


Think over this difference between 


army organisation and civilian 
or- 


ganisation. 
The longer you think 


about It, the more clearly you will 
nee why your own Interests demand 
that you should fit Into your place 
In the army and follow Instructions 
much more strictly than In necessary 
In civil life, 
„ 


The army Is governed by military 


law. 
This means that soldiers are 


not brought to trial In civil courts, 
except far certain serious crimes, 
I jut are subject to military courts of 
Inquiry, eummary courts, nnd courts- 
martial. However, this will never be 
a (tuentlOM of much Importance to 
the greut majority of men In tho Na- 
tional nrmy.
